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Oklahoma City, Ok., May ll. At 
least 
a 
dozen 
killed outright, as 
many more fatally injured and three 
score more or less seriously hurt 
is the result of a succession of tor­ 
nadoes that swept Woodward and ad­ 
joining counties last night. 
The cyc­ 
lone covered an area of twenty-five 
miles, leaving death and devastation 
in its path. Wires are down and 
communication cut off and it is im­ 
possible to learn the full extent of 
the casualties. 
Seven towns are reported to be 
wiped off the map, and at Grand, 
Arnett and Estelle, where the storm 
spent its fury, the death list is heav­ 
iest. 
The 
villages 
destroyed 
are 
twenty-five miles from the nearest 
railroad, and it is difficult to ob­ 
tain details. 
The towns of Vici, Mutual, Cooley 
and Richmond are reported as hav­ 
ing been devastated. 
At 
Little 
Robe, 
forty-five 
miles 
southwest of Woodward, Mrs. J. M. 
Hale was killed. 
In the vicinity of Arnett, O. E. Null 
and daughter were caught in the 
storm while driving. They escaped 
Injury, but their team was killed. 
The little town of Cestos, Dewey 
county, also is reported wiped off 
the map. No details from there have 
yet been obtained. 
The known casualties are: 
At Arnett—Mr. Hale, killed. 
At Vici—Dr. Hauser, fatally injur­ 
ed. 
At Mutual—Arthur Sibet, his wife 
and several others seriously injured. 
Grand the county seat of Ellis 
county, is said to have been wholly 
wrecked. The towns of Estelle, Cool­ 
ey and Richmond also are reported 
to have been devastated. All these 
places 
are twenty-five miles 
from 
a railroad. Wires are down and it is 
drifficult to obtain details. The vil­ 
lages where damage is reported are 
all small places. Grand is the larg­ 
est of the seven, and it is only a 
few hundred inhabitants. The scene 
of the tornadoes is the northwest 
corner of the old portion of Oklaho­ 
ma, close to the Colorado, Texas 
and Kansas lines. 
As far as ^earned, it traversed four 
counties and covered a distance of 
seventy-five miles in length. Yester­ 
day and last night there was a ter­ 
rific rainfall in ths part of the state 
following oppressive 
weather—ideal 
cyclonic conditions. 
A terrific hail­ 
storm, which did tremendous proper­ 
ty damage as well as heavy damage 
to crops, attended the storm. The 
hail resembled huge chunks of ice 
rather than hail stones.

SENATE COMMITTEE REPORTS 


Oklahoma Body Will Make Statement 
Today—MeAJester, Penitentiary. 
Hugo, Insane Asylum. 
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Guthrie, Ok., May ll.—The Senate 
Committee on State Institutions has 
agreed upon a report, which will be 
made tomorrow, recommending that 
the th res normal schools proposed 
for the eastern part of the State be 
located at Ada, Durant and Tahle­ 
quah. The penitentiary, without ref­ 
erence to a branch, will go to Mc­ 
Alester and a favorable report is to 
be made upon Senator Stewart’s bill 
locating the insane asylum for the 
east side in Hugo. The senate’s ac­ 
tion, it is said, will not affect that of 
the house. Democratic members of 
the latter in a caucus again to­ 
night, listening to a speech by Gov. 
Haskell, which conservative members 
say will round out the House’s policy 
on the public building question. 


State School of Mines.

the Sorrells-Stivers bill creating and 
locating the state school of mines in 
Wilburton. 
It is said the new in­ 
stitution is to receive an endowment 
of forty acres of land from J. S. Lat­ 
imer, member of the constitutional 
convention, and from whom that coun 
ty was named. The site is but one 
and one-half miles from the Wilbur­ 
ton postoffice. Other measures final-

authorizing the state school land com 
missioners to lease state lands for 
oil and gas purposes, the terms of 
which were explained in Sunday’s 
Dallas News, 
by Senator Thomas, Loans and Discounts 
legalizing an election and bond is-

county; by Senator Billups, making 
eight hours a legal day on state 
work, and by Senator Conn, making 
it unlawful to sell or give away co­ 
caine or hydrochlorate, except upon 
a written prescription of a licensed 
physician.

The original 
bill called for $2,500 per year, where­ 
as the governor thought this should 
be not less than $6,000. The bill pass 
cd to third reading today provides 
for only $2,500 per year, which, the 
commission said was what it desir­ 
ed.
